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MORE CHRISTMAS WOOD: 
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TIMBER TALK THE JEAN LAFITTE/WHOOPING CRANE COIN WEEK OCHO REAL 


A Frenchman named Jean Lafitte migrated from Quebec to New Orleans to become America's 

t celebrated pirate in the early 1800's. From his headquarters on Barataria Bay in 
@ Mississippi Delta he preyed on mostly Spanish vessels in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Smuggling in those days was considered a very venial sin, if a sin at all. Merchants sold 
slaves for $170.00 each and auctioned ill begotten treasures from the market place on 


Bourbon street. 


|When General Andrew Jackson arrived in New Orleans to fight the British in the war of 1812 
he discovered he was short of manpower. He met both Jean and Pierre Lafitte and was 
impressed with their combat readiness. He immediately solicited their support. It was 
with the assistance of these freebooters and swashbucklers that Jackson soundly 
defeated the British. All of the pirates who served with Jackson on this mission 


were granted presidential pardons. 


Even so, the “Robinhood of the Sea" was not content with his life as a blacksmith 
and with his "Jolly Rogers" flag flying at the masthead he headed for Galveston 
and the Texas Coastal Bend. From the estuaries bounded by Matagorda Isli@d 

and Aransas and St. Charles Bays, Lafitte continued to raid the Spanish 
Galleons laden with precious metals . It was here that he and his men 
repaired their vessels, took on provisions and between engagements 

enjoyed rest and recreation. 


In 1821 pirating became such a dangerous profession, he assembled 
his fleet off San Antonio Bay, announced his retirement, divid 
the spoils and disbanded. Lafitte's share of the loot was so 
great that it took several days for his superb yawl to move 

his ocho reales and rare artifacts to an unknown spot 

off St. Charles Bay. 


is in this exact location that the U. S. Government now
